Arrived at Balyſhannon the Friday after I parted with you, and ppon Tueſday came 
ro this place, where the firſt News I had was, Thar pncenane-Odveral 
was belore &oomm with Eight Pieces of Cannon, Three Regiments of Foor, Two of 
Dragoons, and One of Horſe, within Sixteen Miles of this place ; I knew this was" 
in order to Beſiege us hete 3 and I apprehended that Sarifield, who was marchetl within 
Four Miles of Batyſhannon, would joyn him (which appears to be their Deſign by the en- 
cloſed Letter) ; and this Place belng of no Strength, I reſolved ro fight Maccarty before 
could do it, and fenr unmcdiately for all the Troops ; u Tueſday in the Afternoon, 
ſent Lieutenanr- Collonek Berry with Four Troops of Horle, Two Companies of Foor, and 
One Troop of Dragoons.zo poſſels himſelf of an advantageous Poſt thar lay ixt us * 
and the Enemy ; and up1n Wedneſday Morning I followed him with the reſt of our Forces ; 
in'the way 1 received Advice from Berry, That the Enemy had raiſed the Siege of Croom 
and were marching rowagds this place, and had dtove him from his Poſt :* I 
ſent ſome more Troops of. Horſe and Dragoons to ſuſtain him ; with which the Enemy 
were not only pur ro a ſtand, but were beaten back to their main Body (which was Thres 
Miles behind).
